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Why I've quit the American 
Bar Association: An Open Letter ' 
to the Law School Community 

The American Bar Association is the 
nation's largest lawyer organization, with 
approximately one-third of the nearly one 
million lawyers in America as its members. 
For the past 1 1 years - ever since I began my 
law-teaching career — I have been a member of 
the ABA. 

Following the ABA's 1999 annual 
meeting in Atlanta, however. I've decided to 
cease being a member. At one time the 
American Bar Association was an organization 
truly dedicated to "preserving liberty, pursuing 
justice," as its current motto states, and to 
maintaining "the honor of the profession of 
law," as its constitution states. The ABA's 
policy handbook specifies its mission "to 
increase ... respect for the law and to achieve 
the highest standard ... of ethical conduct." 
Today, however, the ABA has betrayed its 
professed principles. 

In recent years, the ABA increasingly has 
become an advocacy organization for a variety 
of left-wing political causes including: support 
for race-and gender-based affirmative action 
programs, opposition to tort reform, support for 
federal gun control measures and continued 
federal funding of abortions, universal health 
insurance, and funding for the Legal Services 
Corporation and the National Endowment for 
the Arts. Despite protests from many members 
that its support for these causes has nothing to 
do with the advancement of the legal 
profession, the ABA has continued to take 
official policy stances on such controversial 
matters. 

Moreover, the ABA also has become 
quite partisan, virtually an organ of the 
Democratic Party. This political bias 
permeates the ABA and its activities; it is 
evident in its leadership staff its programs and 
speakers, and its choice of award recipients. 
This year's annual meeting, for example, 
featured a speech by Webster Hubbell and a 
keynote address by Bill Clinton — whose 
invitation was announced the same week that a 
federal judge imposed sanctions on Mr. Clinton 
for having given "false, misleading, and 
evasive answers that were designed to obstruct 
the judicial process," and engaging in 
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"misconduct that undermines thv integrity of 
the judicial system." The ABA’s disparate 
treatments of Clinton today and Richard Nixon 
in 1973-74. documented by Gerald Waipin in a 
recent Wall Street Journal essay ("Lie to a 
Court, Get Invited to Address the ABA," Aug. 
9, 1999). is itself quite telling about the 
organization's partisanship. 

The ABA's decision to invite Mr. Clinton 
to speak at this year's annual meeting is, for 
me. the final straw. As Waipin notes, the ABA 
has sent a message to lawyers that "it is OK to 
lie and obstruct justice, so long as you maintain 
political allies in high places." 

Even the Washington Post — hardly a 
conservative or libertarian paper -- in its 
August 1 1 editorial condemned the ABA for 
"inviting a perjurer to speak to a professional 
association of attorneys," noting that this was 
"a move that could not be better calculated to 
entrench the larger public's contempt for 
lawyers as people who twist the truth for 
selfish ends." 

The ABA no longer represents me. Nor 
does it represent hundreds of thousands of 
other American lawyers who truly value 
liberty', justice, and the rule of law.

You are hereby being formally put on 
notice and advised of the following facts of law 
as pertains to the Social Security Number and 
the Privacy Act of 1974, Title 5 USC 552. 

A judgment of $1,000.00 plus costs and 
attorney fees will be assessed against the 
individual, business, and/or government 
agency that denies an individual a right, 
service, benefit or privilege for not providing a 
Social Security Number or other PIN (personal 
identification number) when the individual is 
not required to do so by Law. 

A Social Security Number or other 
personal identification number (PIN such as 
drivers license) is required to be used only for 
the following benefits: 

1) To receive public assistance benefits. 

2) To pay social security taxes. 

3) To receive social security payments and 
refunds. 

An individual may refuse to provide their 
Social Security Number or PIN for any other 
reason than those listed above, without any 
reprisals. No one may seek out the Social 
Security Number or other PIN without the 
written permission of the individual, without 
being subject to the same penalties as for 


forcing the individual to give the number. 

From the PRIVACY ACT: ACTUAL 
DAMAGES SUSTAINED BY THE 
INDIVIDUAL AS A RESULT OF THE 
REFUSAL OR FAILURE TO PROVIDE A

GUN DEALER FINED 

(Incremental Slavery) 

GARY, Ind. (AP) - A gun dealer has 
agreed to stop selling handguns and pay this 
violence-plagued city $10,000 to get itself 
dropped from Gary's lawsuit accusing the gun 
industry of putting weapons into criminals' 
hands. 

{ The settlement is believed to be the first 
in which a defendant in one of a series of 
lawsuits brought against the gun industry 
around the country has agreed to pay money. 

Mayor Scott King said Fetla's Trading 
Co. of Valparaiso will stop selling handguns 
once its current inventory is depleted. 

Fetla's was among 2 1 gun manufacturers 
and distributors, five local dealers and three 
trade associations the city sued in August. 


New Drug Law In 
Pennsylvania 

If the Pennsylvania State House enacts 
House Bill 478, “Drug Dealer Liability Act,” 
drug dealers will be facing civil lawsuits (just 
like firearms manufacturers.) 

If the bill becomes law, “...civil liability 
on persons participating in the illegal drug 
market” and “procedure for bringing private 
action to recover damages,” will be the law in 
Pennsylvania. 

You can be sure oft one thing: knowing 
the big bucks drug dealers have there won’t be 
a shortage of lawyers involved in this one. 

In the article “Sue Your Drug Dealer” 
Ralph Reiland wrote, “Who can sue? First, a 
parent, legal guardian, child, spouse or sibling 
of the individual drug user; Second, an 


individual who was exposed to an illegal drug 
in utero; Third, an employer of the individual 
drug user; Fourth, a medical facility, insurer, 
government entity, employer or any other 
entity that funds a drug treatment program or 
that otherwise expends money on behalf of the 
individual drug user that is not repaid.” 

Unfortunately, many drug kingpins will 
no doubt escape any legal entanglements, it’ll 
snare mostly teenagers at the street level who 
don’t have any money except what they made 
from sales the day they were arrested. 

No one will argue that drug abuse is a 
serious problem in America today. However, 
no drug law passed to date has had any real 
effect on the problem. This bill would prove no 
more effective than all the others laws passed 
before it — the profits are too great. However, 
politicians have that “...resistible urge to 
legislate.” And legislate.. .and legislate.. .and 
legislate. It makes them feel good. Besides 
drug offenders are needed to man the prison 
industry system. They are paid a few cents an 
hour, make money for the state, put private 
companies out of business and thereby 
generate more welfare clients for the state to

GUN PURCHASES SOAR IN 
CALIFORNIA 

SACRAMENTO. Calif. (AP) - With a 
new gun-control law taking effect January I. 
2000, state officials say there has been a boom 
in firearms sales across the state in the past 
few weeks. 

"Everybody is trying to get it while they 
can said Pat Glaze, owner of the Cordova 
Shooting Center in Rancho Cordova. "My 
sales are probably triple the normal level for 
this time of year, ft's mostly the guns they call 
assault rifles, although we don't like to call 
them that. " 

Licensed firearms dealers reported 
selling at least 91,089 handguns, lilies and 
shotguns between Nov. 1 and Dee. 14. the state 
Department of Justice said. That's an average 
of 2,070 a day. 86 per hour or 1.4 every 
minute. At least 52.021 were sold during the 
same period last year.

The Real Reason Behind Gun 
Control

With public attention riveted on the 
murder/conspiracy trial of the Branch 
Davidians, little attention has been paid to the 
Treasury Department's investigation of the 
conduct of the Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco, 
and Firearms (BATF). Most of the media 
quickly saw r through the veneer of objectivity 
and rightly ignored the report released last 
September. However, as with most government 
documents, there is some truth hidden among 
the chaff. Appendix G of the report is a brief 
history of federal firearms enforcement. It is 
startling in its candor in revealing the real 
reason behind the gun control movement in this 
country. 

Gun control is being sold to the 
American people as a crime fighting measure. 
(There are also attempts to make it an 
environmental and health issue.) Sarah Brady 
has publicly admitted that the Brady Bill will 
have little effect on crime. But, she added, it 
was a necessary first step. President Clinton 
warned, "This is the first step. There is more 
Jo be done. We cannot stop here. "To what are 
Sarah Brady and President Clinton referring? 
Appendix G provides the answer. 


The report admits that the BATF raided the 
Branch David ian community at Mt. Carmel to 
enforce contemporary gun control laws. It 
adds: 

“In a larger sense, however, the raid fit 
| sic] within an historic, well-established and 
well-defended government interest in 
prohibiting and breaking up all organized 
groups that sought to arm or fortify 
themseives... From its earliest formation, the 
federal government has actively suppressed 
an> effort by disgruntled o r rebellious citizens 
to coalesce into an armed group, however 
small the group, petty its complaint, or 
grandiose its ambition.” 

Append i\ G relates now the experience 
of Shay's Rebellion (1786-87). the Whiskey 
Rebellion (1794). Fries Rebellion (1799), the 
fugitive slave rescues of the 1850s. John 
Brown's raid on the Harper's Ferry federal 
arsenal (1859). the Civil War, Southern 
resistance to Reconstruction, the Pullman 
Strike (1894), etc., created an intolerance to 
organized, armed groups on the part of the 
federal government. [NJM: Here the ATF, in 
justifying its “intolerance”, has misread the law 
and American history. Shay's Rebellion 
occurred prior to the creation of the 
“intolerant” federal government, and was put 
down by the militia. The law (the Constitution) 
went into effect the following year (1788). It 
declares that “The Congress shall have Power 
to... provide for calling forth the Militia to 
execute the Laws of the Union, suppress 
Insurrections and repel Invasions.” (Art. 1, Sec. 
8, Cl. 15) There is absolutely no role for 
federal police in putting down rebellion. In 
fact the Constitution does not authorize federal 
police beyond three federal crimes: 
counterfeiting, piracy and treason. Naturally 
the federal government, like King George, 
doesn’t like “organized, armed groups.” After 
all, in the militia’s case, they are obstacles in 
the path of despotism.] This paranoia led 
CongresSTo pass the National Firearms Act of 
1 934, not "to curb the gangsters’ ability to arm 
themselves" with automatic weapons and 
sawed-off shotguns as advertised, but "to 
discourage ownership of such weapons without 
outlawing them." It admits, "No self-respecting 
gangster would want to register, much less pay 
the tax, on his Tommy gun." It goes on to say: 

“The passage of the National Firearms 
Act of 1934, the first federal effort to control 
ownership of firearms, grew out of this historic 
fear of armed organizations... In recent times, 
the federal government has shown itself even 
less patient with armed groups.... As both 
history and recent events clearly show, the 
United States has never tolerated armed groups 
residing within its borders. The intent of the 
particular organization, whether ideological or 
criminal, mattered little.... ATF's enforcement 
focus retains the flavor of that historic concern 
with armed organizations.” [NJM: at Waco 
the ATF’s flavor was barbeque, and boy, did 
they enjoy it!] 


The Branch Davidians were not criminals 
and cults are not illegal. It was not criminal 
activity' that brought the Branch Davidians to 
the attention of the federal government, but the 
fact that they were an organized, armed group 
dissatisfied with the status quo. Government 
agents created the impression of illegality to 
justify their suppression of the Davidians and 
to dissuade similar dissenters. This is why 
Attorney General Janet Reno warned that 
" More Waco-like standoffs will occur in the 
nca- future. / hope an example has been set ... 
to discourage those who are tempted to join 
cults." The Brady Bill and the even more 
draconian gun control measures in the 
upcoming crime bill are but the iatest steps 
dating back to colonial times to disarm the 
.American people, not criminals, in defiance of 
the Second Amendment. 

TOUGH GUN LAWS FAIL 
IN BRITAIN...B1G TIME

Advocates of gun control point to Great 
Britain as an example of a gun free society 
where violence and crime are rare. Well, there 
may be trouble in paradise. 

With the passage of the Firearms Act of 
1997, self-defense with a firearm became 
impossible for ordinaiy people. Law-abiding 
Britons dutifully surrendered their guns, but 
crime didn’t drop. In fact Britain is being swept 
by a wave of crime, including plenty of gun 
crimes. 

The London Times of January 16 sums up 
the situation with the headline "Killings Rise 
As 3 Million Illegal Guns Flood Britain." 
Armed crime rose 10% in 1998 and the 
numbers for 1999 may be even higher. 

British gun prohibition has resulted in the 
same outcome as other forms of prohibition. 
Since guns are banned, every criminal wants 
one and it is very profitable to smuggle them 
in. 

According to a police spokesman, 
weapons from Eastern Europe, some still new 
in their boxes, are turning up during 
investigations. Criminals now have 
unprecedented access to high quality guns at 
affordable prices. 

The Manchester Guardian of January 14 
laments that their city is being called 
"Gunchester". Police sources were quoted as 
saying that guns had become "almost a 
fashion accessory" among young criminals. 
Some gangs are armed with fully automatic 
weapons and the generally unarmed British 
police say that they risk confronting teenagers 
on mountain bikes brandishing machine guns. 

The Sunday Express reported June 20, 
1999: "In recent months there have been a 
frightening number of shootings in Britain's 
major cities, despite new laws banning gun 
ownership after the Dunblane tragedy. Our 
investigation established that guns are available 
through means open to any criminally minded 
individual." 


The government is expected to respond 
by regulations controlling knives and airguns. 
Perhaps motor vehicles need to be more 
heavily regulated as well. According to a 
commercial security report. New Wave in 
Retail Crime . British bandits are using vehicles 
to smash storefronts in a type of crime called 
"ramraiding", which would be impractical if 
shopkeepers had the option of arming 
themselves. The report states that, "Many 
retailers have actual ly gone out of business 
because of the repeated attacks on their 
premises." 

The rise in crime correlates well with the 
gradual tightening of gun control over the last 
several decades, as documented in a scholarly 
1999 report by Olsen and Kopek "All the Way 
Down the Slipper}' Slope - Gun Prohibition in 
England.** 

The view of Britain as a low crime 
society has also been challenged by the 1998 
study "Crime and Justice in the United States 
and in England and Wales,” available from the 
U.S. Bureau of Justice Statistics. This report 
concludes that British crime rates in the period 
1981 to 1996 were actually higher than in the 
United States due to differences in the way 
crimes are reported. 

The negative result of gun control should 
not surprise us. American cities have had 
similar results. Recent reports from Australia 
tell the same story. 

It is no coincidence that crime goes up 
after a government enacts new gun restrictions. 
Whenever people give up their right to self- 
defense in return for a promise of government 
protection, the results have been negative. 

Unfortunately, the downward 
progression of gun control goes only one way. 
British subjects will never regain the right to 
armed self-defense. 

Proponents of gun control in America 
have a lot of explaining to do. Unfortunately, 
with the aid of their media allies, this 
information will probably be ignored 
completely or brushed off with a few carefully 
chosen sound bites.
